A copy of the Parish Council's Public Liability 
Insurance Cover had been sent to the County Secretary, 
who had replied stating that the cover is not sufficient 
for the purpose required by the County Council. 

It was agreed that copies of correspondence relating to 
this matter should be sent to the Cornhill Insurance 
Company, with a request for their guidance.

Burton Common, Mineral Exploration. 


A letter from British Gypsum stated that plans to obtain 
gypsum from underneath the land in the parish of 
Burton-on-the-Wolds were now complete, and it is intended 
to put an application to the Borough of Charnwood, and 
the Leicestershire County Council, to build a plasterboard 
manufacturing plant, and to sink a mine to extract the 
gypsum. 

The surface facility and mine will be situated adjacent 
to the main railway line at Barrow-upon-Soar.

Following the placing of the order for a Type B Bus 
Passenger Shelter at Cotes, a revised Quotation had been 
received giving a price of £326.00 for the supply and 
complete erection of the Shelter. This was an increase 

of £26.00 on the original Quotation received in July, 1977. 
It was agreed to accept the increase in price. 


Burton-on-the-Wolds Playing Field, proposed transfer of 
ownership of the Playing Field from the Playing Field

Copies of the reply received from the Charity Commission 
had been circulated to members of the Council prior to 
the meeting. 

The Charity Commission appreciated the points put forward 
by both the Parish Council and the Burton Playing Field 
Association explaining the need for the ownership to be 
transferred to the Parish Council. 

The Commission could not see how these could be remedied 
by removing the land from the Official Custodian, and 
then vesting it in the name of the Parish Council, as the 
Parish Council would only hold the land as Custodian 
Trustees, and would not be entitled to have any say in 
the running of the Charity, i.e. the Parish Council 

would be restricted to the particular powers and duties 
set out in Section 4 of the Public Trustee Act, 1906, 
details of which had been given to the Council. 

It was agreed to seek Legal advice on this, and the Clerk 
was asked to write to the Secretary of the National 
Association of the Local Councils enclosing copies of all 
the correspondence relating to this matter for the
